Parking restriction during 
school days, ONLY on 
south side of street 


Corner parking restriction 
to keep sidewalks clear 
and avoid “blind corners” 
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WHAT WE HEARD: 


e Long blocks without 
crosswalks 


e Crossing the street is 
difficult for people living 
with disabilities 























CHANGES: 











e = Raised crosswalk to slow 
drivers 


e Sidewalk extended to 
reduce crossing distance 
and keep sidewalks clear 
of parked cars

WHAT WE HEARD: 
e Cars speed 


e Unsafe for everyone to 
cross in front of 
community center 


CHANGES: 


e Raised crosswalk to slow 
drivers and improve safety 
for everyone trying to 
cross 


e Speed feedback sign

Commission. 


e Winter 2020: Schedule construction and notify residents 
e Spring 2020: Begin construction
